There can be no immediate quarrel with Gov. 
Lausche’* advice to law - enforcement author­ 
ity to give truckers the benefit of the doubt 
about Ohio’s new highway use tax. 
Ail th at’s at stake immediately is the pur­ 
chase of a highway use perm it. This m ust be ob­ 
tained by “every person who is the owner of 
a commercial car with three or more axles or 
a commercial car which is to be operated as 
part of a commercial tandem or a commercial 
tractor which is operated or driven upon a pub­ 
lic highway.” 
The deadline was Oct. I. In future years the 
deadline will be April. 
The use perm it that Ohio will issue to truck­ 
ers shows the num ber of axles on which they are 
to pay the state the rates specified in the law 
passed by the legislature this year. The per­ 
m it m ust be reissued each year before April I. 
Truckers are to do their own bookkeeping on 
use-tax payments. 
Paym ents are to be made on or before Jan. 
20, April 20, July 20 and Oct. 20 each year. 
It is admittedly a complex law, both as to in­ 
terpretation and payments. Furtherm ore, it is 
still a new law. Many truckers, especially inde­ 
pendent operators, have had no chance to 
learn its provisions. 
This is undoubtedly why Gov. Lausche advises 
patience. It is why Ohioans will be patient with 
truckers who need more tim e to learn the ropes. 
But there is a limit to patience. The law went 
into effect last July. Truckers were given until 
Oct. I to learn what the law provided. 
It was a hard-fought issue in the 100th Gener­ 
al Assembly. The public will be quick to re­ 
sent any hint that the truckers who fought it 
there as a legislative issue m ay have it in mind 
to gum up its enforcement on the highways 
by noncompliance with its provisions.

Who's Against T-H Now? 
The E ast Coast dock tit - up m arks the 
eleventh time the federal government ha* pro­ 
tected the national safety by using the injunc­ 
tion process provided in the Taft-Hartley Act. 
H arry Trum an used it IO times, while pre­ 
tending for political reasons to be opposed 
to the Taft-Hartley Act. This is Dwight Eisen­ 
hower’s first time. He, too, has been hood­ 
winked into going through the motions of being 
opposed to the Taft-Hartley Act. 
But time changes all things. One of the bene­ 
ficiaries of the 80-day injunction imposed on 
the Atlantic waterfront's embattled dockwork- 
ers is the American Federation of Labor. 
Trouble flared on the waterfront because In­ 
ternational Longshoreman’s Association, which 
held a virtual monopoly of contracts with ship­ 
pers, finally was shown by outside investigators 
to be so foul that the AFL felt obliged to 
revoke its charter. AFL then set up a rival 
union to sign up dockworkers who wanted to 
break away from the ILA. 
But ILA leaders are not going to play dead 
for a rival union. They are going to fight. AFL 
needs tim e for its organizing drive. 
The 80-day injunction w'hich will perm it long­ 
shoremen to keep working will give the AFL 
some of the time it needs. It will give long­ 
shoremen who want to get rid of ILA a chance 
to keep working. 
This is an odd time for any labor leader to 
be going through the motions of cursing the 
Taft-Hartley Act. For the eleventh time since 
1947, it has done what it was supposed to do — 
protected the people of the United States against 
the misuse of power by labor leaders.

We Must Be Vigilant Or Pay The Price

There comes a time with all peo­

THIS SEEMS to be such a time. 
There is less fighting on earth 
than we Americans have become 
accustomed to. The fear of losing 
sons is, for the moment, over. 
Look at the agenda of the Gen­ 
eral Assembly of the United Na­ 
tions, it is the same as last year’s 
and as the year before that. The 
same subjects. The same speeches. 
So, we are still discussing the 
subject of the Korean truce. For 
25 months it was discussed at Pan- 
munjom; now it is being discussed 
at the United Nations; 
soon 
it 
might be discussed at some con­ 
ference. 
Most people turn from the whole 
subject and wonder whether they 
might not just as well wait until 
something conclusive happens. 
Who 
is 
right? 
The 
Mongols 
m arched under 
the 
banners 
of 
Genghis Kahn but t h e y did not 
know that they were the pawns of 
history. 


THEY MARCHED; they killed; 
they conquered; they died. T h e y 
never knew why. 
We are supposed to be literate, 
if not educated. We should be able 
to understand what we are about. 
We have a government of our own 
choice, responsible to us. We are 
in control of our own money, or 
we believe that we are. We vote 
at elections over high principles 
and great issues. 
Yet, we are often m astered by 
the course of events and unless the 
pressure is too great upon us, we 
seek to escape the consequences of 
the pressures. 


Prudence Is The Issue 
There should be no issue over the military 
security of the United States. But it is being 
made to appear by critics of the Eisenhd^er 
administration as if its efforts to shrink the 
federal budget are going to shrink the margin 
of m ilitary security with respect to air power. 
“The Eisenhower administration has become 
budget-minded and not survival-minded,” de­ 
clared Sen. Symington of Missouri in a recent 
speech. Symington, a form er secretary of the 
Air Force, knows this isn’t true. He is one of 
many politicians trying to m ake political capi­ 
tal of a momentous decision which the Eisen­ 
hower administration m ust m ake for the re­ 
public. 
The decision is whether to load up the Air 
Force with swarms of planes which would be 
obsolete before they were built, or whether to 
have in being a 
moderately strong force an 
the prototypes of a stronger force ready for 
production. 
The Eisenhower administration is in favor of 
veering away from the extravagant credo that 
m ilitary spending is untouchable. It does not 
buy the theory that a potential enemy can be 
thrown into a panic merely because the United 
States spends a lot of money. It m ust spend its 
money wisely — and that is what the Eisen­ 
hower administration is trying to do. 
If its critics can make an issue of prudence, 
they’re welcome to trv. 


WE ESCAPE in pleasures; some­ 
tim es we even try to escape in 
ignorance — in an avoidance of 
the facts, in an acceptance of what 
we hope m ay be true, of what we 
desire should be true. 
We call that wishful thinking, 
but it is something more serious 
than that. It is an instinctive re­ 
action to what cannot be under­ 
stood because much of it does not 
make sense. 
A people, like the Americans, 
who have developed a great civili­ 
zation by the 
use 
of 
common 
sense, find it hard to believe that 
what does not make sense is true. 
For instance, 
every American 
knows that the United States does 
not want to conquer any country 
on earth; then why should Russia 
want to harm the United States? 
It sounds unbelievable. 


THE SAME THING is true about 
most of the great issues that face 
our country. Why should the Brit­ 
ish or the French be antagonistic 
to us when we have done so much 
for them? 
Many of us simply will not be­ 
lieve that it is true until some­ 
thing happens to excite us. Soon 
we subside and turn to what is 
more pleasant to think and talk 
about. We are a cheerful people. 
I do not wish to give the impres­ 
sion that any of this is right or 
wrong. Who really knows? 
Does everybody have to be a 
politician or an expert or an au­ 
thority? 
Some of us devote our lives to 
the study of these great subjects, 
and we know that no m atter how 
much work we do to understand 
historic forces, there are so many 
factors that may escape us — and 
some of them are crucial. 


NAPOLEON LOST an empire be­ 
cause it rained. Today, we have 
meteorologists to tell us when it is 
going to rain, but the Germans 
miscalculated on the atom bomb. 
We got it first, although it looked 
as though they would beat us in 
that race. 
We did not know—and therefore 
all calculations have been wrong 
—that little guys like the Rosen- 
bergs had already stolen it from 
us. It is little things that none of 
us knows that often count most. 
There is a danger in this al­ 
most fatalistic attitude. The dan­ 
ger is that the pot of history is al- 
1 ways boiling and those who are 
not vigilant in the defense of their 
civilization lose it. 
That has happened too often not 
j to be wholly true.

The true story of what happened 
between President Eisenhower and 
M artin Durkin has been obtained 
by this correspondent from an un­ 
impeachable source. 
It would have been unnecessary 
to disclose all the facts concerning 
the circumstances that led to Dur­ 
kin’s resignation as secretary of 
labor if it had not been for the 
m anner in w’hich the 
American 
Federation of Labor’s official pub­ 
lication, entitled “News Reporter,” 
has just cast doubt on President 
Eisenhower’s good faith in telling 
his press conference that he never 
in his life knowingly broke an 
agreem ent with anybody. 
The AFL’s publication now says 
in its current issue that a speech 
made recently by Vice President 
Nixon at the AFL convention “ ful­ 
ly confirmed the truth of Durkin’s 
charges that the 
President 
had 
broken an agreem ent” with re­ 
spect to the submission to congress 
of a message on changes in the 
Taft-Hartley Act. 
The AFL periodical selected as 
its “proof” a passage from Nix­ 
on’s speech in which he said that 
he had had nothing to do with the 
substance of the message but only 
with its “ tim ing.” 
From this the AFL publication 
infers that there wras a “m essage,” 
the text of which had been agreed 
upon by the President and Durkin, 
and that Eisenhower was dissuad­ 
ed from sending the document to 
Congress one day at its last ses­ 
sion only because of the death of 
Sen. Taft and because it was deem­ 
ed perhaps disrespectful to trans- j 
mit such a message at that time. 
The claim is made 
by 
labor 
leaders that Eisenhower changed 
his mind about sending the m es­ 
sage as it had been agreed upon 
and thereby 
broke 
his 
“ agree­ 
m ent.” What are the facts? 
Fact No. I: Eisenhower never 
saw or read the so-called “ mes­ 
sage” w’hich was really a “ work­ 
ing draft” admittedly prepared by 
mem bers of his secretariat at the 
White House after various consul­ 
tations with Durkin and others in­ 
side and outside the adm inistra­ 
tion and Congress. 
F act No. 2: Vice President Nixon 
never saw or read the “ m essage” 
or any papers, drafts or memo­ 
randa pertaining to the message 
before the text of the so-called 
“ m essage” wras published in the 
new’spapers. 


Act and he did telephone a m em ­ 
ber of the White House staff to 
find out if it was true and, if so, 
to urge that such a message be 
held up for a while out of def- 
ference to Sen. Taft who was one 
of the authors of the law about to 
be revised. 
Fact No. 4: At the tim e Nixon 
talked over the phone to a m em ­ 
ber of the White House staff he 
did not know anything about the 
contents of the “m essage” a n d 
hence could not, as labor leaders 
allege, have argued against t h e 
transmission of the document on 
the ground that certain of its provi­ 
sions were objectionable to him. 
It was to dispel such an accusa­ 
tion that Nixon mentioned the sub­ 
ject in his address to the AFL. 
F act No. 5: Durkin, imm ediate­ 
ly after his resignation as secre­ 
tary of labor, told a press con­ 
ference that he had had no personal 
commitment from President Eisen­ 
hower conventing the proposed 19 
amendments 
contained 
in 
the 
“ m essage,” but that he had had 
an “agreem ent” with m em bers of 
the president’s staff about them. 
Fact No. 6: Durkin told the AFL 
convention subsequently that Ei­ 
senhower, in a personal meeting he 
had had with him in New York 
City, had agreed to send the “m es­ 
sage” to Congress even after its 
text had been published and after 
various criticisms of its contents 
had reached the President. 
Fact No. 7: Durkin was closeted 
with the President alone in New 
York City for only about IO to 15 
minutes and there obviously was 
no tim e for a detailed discussion 
of the 19 amendments but only for 
some general ideas. 


F act No. 8: Eisenhower assumed 
that Durkin knew that, of course, 
after the amendments had been 
fully studied by his associates and 
brought to him in final form the 
administration 
would 
naturally 
submit it to Congress. To this day, 
however, these studies and discus­ 
sions have not been 
completed. 
There surely will be a message 
sent to the next session of Con­ 
gress embodying the adm inistra­ 
tion’s views on the Taft-Hartley 
Act. 
Fact No. 9: Nixon familiarized 
himself with all the facts concern­ 
ing the resignation of Durkin and 
told the American Federation of 
Labor convention that there had 
been a “misunderstanding.” This 
was intended to be a tactful way 
of preventing the spread of any 
accusation that the President was 
questioning the good faith of Dur­ 
kin. 
Fact No. IO: Durkin favored the 
draft of the “m essage” and wanted 
the administration to approve all 
19 of the proposed amendments 
but the leaders of the AFL and 
the CIO now say they repudiate 
these same proposals 
as 
inade­ 
quate and unsatisfactory. 
From the above set of facts it 
is plain that George Meany and 
Walter Reuther, presidents of the 
AFL and CIO respectively, and the 
AFL in its weekly publication have 
deliberately for purposes of pol­ 
itics'o r legislative strategy 
im­ 
pugned the good faith of the Pres­ 
ident of the United States by ac­ 
cusing him of breaking an “ agree­ 
m ent” and hence now owe him a 
public apology.

WASHINGTON UR-Tht govern­ 
ment spent more 
and took in 
slightly less in the first quarter of 
this fiscal year than it did a year 
before. 
Spending 
in

three 
months of fiscal 1954, which be­ 
gan July I, totaled 399 million dol­ 
lars more than in the first quar­ 
ter of last fiscal year. 
The increase in expenditures con­ 
trasted w i t h predictions the ad­ 
ministration made in August that 
spending this fiscal year would to­ 
tal two billion dollars less than 
last year. However, the budget re­ 
visions forecasting reduced spend­ 
ing probably applied mainly to the 
remaining three quarters of the 
fiscal year, which ends June 3.

Four officials of Manufacturers 
Light & Heat Co. were cross-ex­ 
amined by protesting groups i 
hearings r e s u m e d Monday at 
Charleston on the utility’s proposal 
for a $2,700,000 annual increase in 
its Northern Panhandle gas rates. 
Protesting parties had asked at 
the original hearing, held July 28-

The opening testimony today also 
included some additional direct ex­ 
amination about information sought 
by the PSC.

to 3.9 per cent and 4 per cent in 
1952. 
In connection with bookkeeping 
allocations among the three states 
in which Manufacturers operates, 
Jeffrey said the company allocated 
$2,713,000 more property to West 
Virginia in 1952 than in 1951. He 
said the 1952 allocation of operat­ 
ing expenses to the state was $1,- 
105,600 above the 1951 figure.

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Drunk Driving 
Law Enacted 


Council Also Adopts 
Companion Action 


City Council gave unanimous ap­ 
proval Monday night to a new ordi­ 
nance on drunken driving that par­ 
allels a state law taking effect Oct. J 
21, providing a mandatory three- 
day jail sentence. 
Council also enacted an ordinance 
that makes it an offense to be 
found drunk at the wheel of a car 
even if it is not in motion—so­ 
called “physical control of a mo­ 
tor vehicle while intoxicated.” Ohio 
formerly had a state law covering 
“physical control” but it was al­ 
lowed to die when the State Legis­ 
lature issued a new codification. 
The ordinance against drunken 
driving, identical to the state law, 
allows a fine of from $100 to $500 
and a jail term up to six months, 
barring the suspension of the first 
three days of any sentence. It also 
permits the court to revoke a con­ 
victed driver’s license or suspend 
it for up to three years. 
The “physical control” ordinance 
is used mainly in cases where po­ 
lice get to the scene of an acci­ 
dent too late to find an offending 
motorist driving. In the strict in­ 
terpretation, the motorist c o u l d 
not be charged with driving while 
intoxicated. 
Ordinances paralleling state law 
are enacted mainly to help the city 
treasury. If £ charge is filed un­ 
der the state law, the state shares 
half the fine. If it is brought under 
the ordinance, the city retains the 
entire amount. 
Because both ordinances carry 
emergency clauses, they go into 
immediate effect, beating the state 
to the punch. Although the n e w 
state drunken driving law w a s 
passed months ago, it was timed 
to go into effect Oct. 21.
